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CARLISLE’S CANVASS. 


THE EFFORTS OF THE OPPOSING 
CANDIDATES. 


An Unworthy Attempt to Injure Mr. Carlisle's Chan- 
ces—Lugging the War into the Comtest—De 
velopments Favorable to the Sue 
cess ot Carlisle, Bte., Etc. 


WasHincton, November 21.—In their can- 
vass for the speakership, both Randall and 
Cox and some of their supporters are indulg- 
ing in arguments altogether unworthy of 


‘them. Théy are endeavoring to injure Car- 


lisle’s candidacy by saying that a southern 
man ought not to be elected speaker; it would 
be bad policy; it would aid the republicans, 
who propose to raise the bloody shirt issue in 
the next presidential campaign. They say 
that the south ought to be kept in the back- 
ground. Commenting on this remarkable 
plea, put forth by Randall and Cox, a demo- 
cratic senator said this evening: ‘Randall 
and Cox ought to be ashamed of them 
selves’ John G. Carlisle was 
as stong a union man as either 
of them, and the idea that simply because he 
lives on the south bank of the Ohio instead 
of the north bank he is not a proper candi- 
date for the speakersnip, and not worthy of 
the support of northera and southern demo- 
crats, isan idea which shouid excite only 
contempt. - That northern democrats like 
Seodall and Cox should make such a pitiful 
plea, hoping to drive from Carlisle southern 
as well as northern support, is a remarkable 
exhibition of selfishness. They have for 
years in congress and elsewhere protested 
against sectionalism as between north and 
south, but now, when they have their own 
personal ends to attain, they put themselves 
on a level with republ/ican agitators. 
A SENATOR SPEAKS. 

Senator Beck said to-day that he was not 
taking a hand in the speakership contest by 
running around and urging members of the 
house to support.Carlisle, but he did not hesi- 
tate expressing his* views on the subject to 
members or to anybody who asked him what 
he thought the democrats of the house ought 
todo. Said he tothe Republican correspond- 
ent: 
‘“T have nothing against Sam Randall per- 
sonally, but he is against his party on the 
tariff question. If to elect as speaker of the 
house of representatives a man who, last 
winter aided the republicans in adopting the 
tariff conference report against the over- 
whelming sentiment of his party, only one 
senator and thirteen members of the house 
voting for it; if to elect as speaker a man 


== who is in favorof free whisky and free tobac- 


co and of retaining high protective duties on 
many of the necessaries of,life—if this is de- 
mocracy I’m nota democrat.”’ 

Mr. Randall, with characteristic assurance, 
says that on the final ballot he will receive 
107 votes and possibly 108. 

“What do you think of Randall’s claim?’ 
was asked of Colonel! Morris, 

He quietly remarked: ‘It isn’t even re- 
spectabie nonsense.’ 

. Carlisle speaks of it as the ‘refinement of 
canvassing. 

One of Mr. Carlisle’s congressional friends 
said io-day that the canvass in his behalf had 
been much more thorough and skillful than 
is generally supposed. He remarked that be- 
fore the adjournment of congress last fall 
twenty of the old democratic members of the 
house were organized into a committee for 
the purpose of making a canvass in their re-

tures can compete with the world without 
protection. In conclusion, the secretary re- 
commended in general that there should be 
a careful revision of the tariff with a view to 
substantial reduction. 

The president went even further and de- 
clared in his message: 

‘The present system should be so revised as 
to equalize the public burden among all 
classes and occupations arfd bring it into 
closer harmony with the present needs of in- 
dustry.”’ 

He said there. should be an enlargement of 
the free list so as to include within it the nu- 
merous articles which yield an inconsiderable 
revenue; that there should be a simplification 
of the complex and inconsistent schedules of 
duties upon certain manufactures, particular- 
ly those of cotton. iron and steel, and a sub- 
stantial reduction of the duties upon those 
articles and upon sugar, wool and woolen 
goods, 

The president further declared: ‘‘The total 
abolition of excise taxes would almost inevit- 
ably prove a serious if not insurmountable 
obstacle to the thorough revision of the tariff 
and to any considerable reduction of import 
duties.’’ In view of these recommendations 
of the president and Secretary Folger, and in 
view of the very inadequate response made 
thereto by congress last March, some of the 
democratic congressmen who oppose Mr. Ran- 
dall’s non-interference policy pertinently 
suggest that consistency will demand of the 
president and Secretary Folger a repetition 
of their recommendations of last December, 
and they argue that the democrats should so 
organize the house as to be able to respond 
with a well-considered tariff bill, making sub- 
stantial reductions, enlarging the free list. re- 
ducing the duty on raw materials, and, in the 
language of President Arthur, “‘revising the 
present system so as to equalize the public 
burden among all classes and occupations, 
and bringing it into closer harmony with the 
present needs of industry.”’

BUSINESS AND LITIGATION. 


The Faliure ot a Sane Francisco Heuse tor Neariy Half 
a Million. 

VicksspurG, Miss., November 21.—'‘‘Notice, 
bank closed. In the hands of assignee,”’ 
was posted on the doorof the Mississippi 
Valley bank, this morning. The announce- 
ment fell like athunder-clap from a clear 
sky, on the citizens generally, and caused a 
deep feeling of regret. The assignment was 
caused by the failure of A. K, Bonham &Co., 
of St. Louis, who bave been dealing largely 
in giain futures. Mr. Klein, president of the 
bank had offers of large sums 
of money frem friends, but would not accept 
them. He has large interests in severa! steam- 
boats, the Vicksburg gas company, J. J. Pow- 
er’s Oil company, and mercantile houses, 
besides being heavily a land owner in this 
and other states. He is also largely inter- 
ested in raining stocks, He has made an 
assignment of his entire property to George 8. 
Irving. Mr. Klein says the depositors wiil be 
fully protected, and will lose nothing. The 
assets and liabilities of the bank are not defi- 
nitely known. 

San Francisco, November 21.—Michels, 
Freedlander & Co., wholesale furnishing 
goods, of San Francisco and New York, made 
an assignment to-day in favor of their cred- 
itors. The failure is due to heavy indorse- 
ments for the firms of Hen- 
lien & OCo., and S. Lautenbach, 
of New York, both of which recently failed. 
Their liabilities are $400,000,of which one- 
half is New Yorkindebtedness. Freedilander 
says that their assets are $650,000, and that 
every one wifl be paid in full. The firm has 
stood high and has been in existence for 30 
years. 

Lonpon, November 21.—James Davis, sec- 
retary of the London and San Francisco bank, 
has absconded. He has embezzled £50,000, 
including 108 Oregon and California railroad 
gold bonds of the value of £30,000 A warrant 
has been issued and £200 reward offered for his 


arrest.

GONE TO TH#& BOTTOM. 


A Lake Steamer With Fifty Seulvt on BKoard Lost in 
the Storm. 

DuLutuH, November 21.—The strong proba- 
bility nowis that the steamer Wanistee is 
lost with allon board. She left Duluth Sat- 
urday, 10th, but owing to the great storm did 
not leave. Ashland for Ontonagon until Thurs- 
day the 15th, which was before the storm had 
wholly abated. Her crew consisted of twen- 
ty-five persons, and she had on board twenty- 
five passengers. The last ever seen of her 
was when she was leaving Ashland. Tuys 
have been searching for her the last three 
days. A telegram wasreceived this morning 
that the tug Maytham had feunda part of 
the cabin washed ashore some distance above 
Ontonogan. Nothing was seen of the Wan- 
istee herself, or of any of her small boats, or 
of the crew, and there are great fears that the 
steamer has gone down with all on board. 

KINCARDINE, QOnt., November 21.—The 
boilers of the tug Erie Bell, owned by Odette 
& Werry, of Windsor, exploded this afternoon 
blowing the boat to atoms, and killing two 
engineers and the firemen andthe cook. The 
eight remaining members of the crew, who 
were struggling in the water were picked up 
by the life-saving crew of the station. 

sALTIMORE, November 21.—The sloop Wil- 
lie F. Thomas, which capsized and sunk off 
James Point in Chesapeake bay in the late 
gale, when Captain Webster and his crew of 
eight men were lest, was raised yesterday. 
The bodies of Irvine Jones, colored cook, and 
J. J. Johnson, colored were found on the ves- 
sel. The body of Captain Webster was not 
found. ‘

THE DANVILLE RIOT. 


REPORT OF THE CITIZEN'S COM- 
MITTEE OF FORTY. 


The Race Iesus Introduc-d by the Readjusters 
and Imtensifisd by Incenclary Speeches— 
Tne Causes Whieh Led tothe Danviile 
Rict—Chearacter of the Election. 


DANVILLE, November 21.—The committee 
of forty, appointed at a meeting of the citi- 
zens on the 10th inst., to inquire into all the 
facts and publish a full and true statement of 
the causes and circumstances leading to the 
riot here on the 3d inst., also a statement of 
the conduct of the people from that date to 
the close of the day of election, concluded its 
labor thisevening. Thirty-seven witnesses 
were examined. The testimony taken cov- 
ers about eighty pages, to be hereafter pub- 
lished. The report is signed by Major W. T. 
Sutherlin, chairman, and the balance of the 
forty. The committee reports almost word 
for word as foliows: 

THE EVIDENCE TAKEN. 

Op the 12th the committee organized and 
appointed proper sub-committees, and by 
publication in the Daily Register requested 
all persons having information of matters to 
be investigated to appear before the sub-com- 
mittee at the office of a notary public, and 
testify as to such matter. Said sub-commit- 
tee attended regularly at said office from the 
morning of the 13th until the evening ot the 
Zist, during which time thirty-seven wit- 
nesses were duly sworn and deposed before 
said committee. The Witnesses  s0 
deposing were, for the most part, known to 
the committee personally, and represented all 
classes and vocations among our citizens, 
including the two policemen present at the 
riot exerting themselves to quell the same. 
All these witnesses, whose names are signed 
to their deposition, are known to the citizens 
of Danville, and will be recognized as intelli- 
gent and thoroughlyreliable. After a careful 
and impartial consideration of the evidence 
taken, your committee submits the following 
statement of the facts developed thereby. 

THE ORIGIN OF THE BITTERNESS. 

First. That by their success in the election 
of a large majority of their party nominees to 
the town ollices in the May election of 1882, 
and subsequently the appointment by the 
councilso elected of negro policemen, as well 
as by the conduct of the oflicialsso elected, 
there was engendered inthe minds of the 
negroes of Danville a belief, as against 
the white men, that they would receive 
the support and protection 
of the municipal government, in conse- 
quence of which belief they became rude, 
insolent and intolerant to the white citizens. 
The bad temper and ill feeling between the 
races thus generated continued to increase, 
and was of late greatly aggravated and heat- 
ed by the political canvass preceding the last 
election, and that in the midst of the 
intense excitement of the last 
days of the canvass, William E. Sims, coali- 
tion candidate forthe senate from Pittsyl- 
vania coynty and Danville, made, in the 
front of the courthouse of the town on the 
night ofthe 2d of Novembera most incen- 
diary and violent speechto more than 500 
negroes, in which he denounced many of the 
most respectable and prominent white citizens 
of the town as liars.scoundreisand cowards, be- 
cause Of their exposure of the evils of "negro 
rule’ in Danville. 

THE FATAL INSOLT. 

Second. That on the morning following the 
night of Sims’s speech the excitement of the 
vliacks and whites alike was violent and acri- 
monious, and among the negroes there was 
an evident expectation ofa conflict; that 
about midday two negroes insulted a white 
man on the public. street and _ en- 
gaged him in a _ fight, which was 
ended by the white man’s going 
away. That at least two hours later in the 
day, while a large portion of the men of Dan- 
ville were assembled at the opera house in 
public meeting, Sam;White, when in a buggy 
and on his way out of town, was loudly and 
repeatedly called out and insulted by one of 
the negroes with whom he had been 
previously fighting during the day 
and he thereupon. in spite of his previously 
expressed determination not to engage in 
further ditliculty because of their public ex 
citement, having called two friends to insure 
fair play, and assuring them he would use no 
weapon, engaged in a fisticuff upon the street 
with a negro. That during this tight a large 
number of negroes gathered around, 
but were kept from interfering 
by two friends of the white man until the 
police arrived when the combatants were 
separated, and each was taken from the 
street. That a short time thereafter the ne. 
groes assembled in large numbers around two 
friends of the white man, and of 100 other 
whites, who had gathered about them, and 
with loud exciamations and great violence 
of manner, asserted their determination to 
have theirrights, and: the belief that a con- 
flict between themselves and the whites was 
inevitable and had as well come then as at 
any Other day, as well as their readiness for 
itatthattime. That these negroes, num- 
bering not less than two hundred, in open 
defiance of the authority of the police- 
men who repeatedly commanded 
them to disperse, and in 
disregard of the persuasions of the white men 
who united with the police in their efforts to 
disperse them, continued to press upon tne 
few white men in frontof them, and to ex- 
hibit fire arms, and proclaim themselves 
ready for the conflict until the policemen 
retired to the rear of the whites, whereupon 
the firing commenced on both sides, and after 
some forty or fifty shots the negroes dis- 
persed. 

THE RESULT OF THE BATTLE. 

That about seven negroes were wounded, 
four of whom died, and two white men seri- 
ously but not mortally; that the white man 
most seriously wounded was certainly shot by 
a negro, and the other white man most prob- 
ably; that more negroes were seen with pis- 
tois in their hands during the firing than 
there were present at the _ start, 
and that the meeting of white 
citizens assembled atthe opera house ad- 
journed, and for the most part did not reach 
the street until all the firing was over. That 
very soon after the firing the sergeant appear- 
ed upon the street, and with the aid of-a 
prominent white citizen restored peace and 
good order, which were not afterwards violated 
except by the wounding while on duty that 
night of a special policeman, by a shot fired 
from behind the bouse of a negro man. 

THE CONSEQUENT PROCEEDINGS, 

Third. That from within one-half hour 
after the commencement of the riot the town 
was completely under the control of the ser- 
geant and -his police force, and that no fur- 
ther disturbance of the peace and good order, 
except the shooting of the special policeman 
as stated above, occurred, and that 
such peace and good order continued 
to prevail up to and including the 
day of election. That on Sunday 
prominent citizens prepared and caused to be 
printed and circulated, and also on the day 
preceding the election, circulars by them- 
selves, and by the superintendents of both 
political parties, guaranteeing to each and 
every citizen, without regard to color and 
party, the free right ef voting. That no vio- 
lence, no threats, no intimidation whatever 
was shown towards negro or coalition 
voters, .but on the contrary such 
voters were repeatedly assured 


by citizens, policemen and military officers 
sent to Danyille by thegoyernox the state 


| ed halfan hour,’ he continued, 


that they would be protected in their rights 
to vote as they choose. That election day 
was quiet, and without any disturbance or 
difficulty at any precinct, or elsewhere in the 
town, and the election honestly cenducted 
and was free and fair in all respects, and that 
the negroes as a body refrained from voting 
under the advice and command of 
their party leaders, while others voted 
the coalition ticket without hindrance 
from any quarter. Your court has thus con- 
fined itself to the investigation of facts and 
the preparation of the statement required 
and herewith submit the evidence as the full 
and complete vindication of our town and 
yeople from the gross misstatements which 
have been circulated through a portion of the 
press of the country. 


THE OYSTRR BaY TRAGEDY. 


The Biind Man Kecovers His Sight—Pathetie Scene in 
Court. 

BRooKVILLE, I.. I., November 21.—Early 
people began to gather at the house of Gar- 
ritt Maybee, whose wife and daughter were 
murdered, and guards had to be placed at the 
doors to keep the crowds from surging through 
the house. Edward M. Giffin watched with 
Mr. Maybee last night. The wounded man 
slept fairly well. He awoke when it was 
bread daylight. As he turned in his bed to- 
wards the door he saidin wonder: ‘Kd, | 
can see that door, 1 can see the lock and I 
can see the light.’’ Then holding up his 
hands: “I can see my hands; the sight is 
dim, but yet I see.’’ Whenthe doctor ar- 
rived Mr. Maybee was in his asual seat at the 
window in thesitting room. He then said 
he couid see the white fence by the road and 
could see any one standing before 
him, but not distinctly enough to recognize 
the features. 
to see anything or to distinguish the light for 
overa year. There was a complete paralysis 
of the optic nerve. Dr. Whitney accounts 
for the partial recovery of sight by saying 
that the force of the blows, the bleeding and 
the mental shock acted on the optic nerve 
much as an electric shock might, restoring its 
sensibility. Mr. Maybee will probably fur- 
ther regain the use of hiseyes. The effects 
of restored sight ou the whole system of Mr, 
Maybee was greatly encouraging to his 
friesds. He was calmerin mind and much 
stromger in body than one anticipated, 

THE INVESTIGATION. 

Soon after 11 o'clock the coroner and his 
jury fied into the dining-room to begin the 
inquest. When all was ready old Mr. May- 
bee was wheeled in hischair through the fold- 
ing doors to a place at the table. Dr. Whit- 
ney gat at bis side to see that the excitement 
of tke examination did notinjure him. Mr. 
Robert Townsend conducted the examination 
as Popresentative of the district attorney. Mr. 
May ee told of his wife and daughter leaving 
the jouse to go to the barn; of the subsequent 
entry. of the tramp; of the terrible blow the 
traurp gave him; of his cries for help; of the 
entry after what seemed an age to him, 
of hig friends and neighbors. and how he hur- 
ried {hem off to the barn. ‘‘After what seem-

The old man lost control of his voice, tried 
to speak asecond time, and then clasping 
his hands above his head he fell back in his 
chair, trembling asif in great agony and 
wholly exhausted. He was cared for by the 
doctors and his daughter. 

A PATHETIC SCENE. 

He continued his testimony in the follow- 
ing wirds: I at last succeeded in raising the 
window andshouted ‘for God’s sake come 
and help me, I am bleeding to death.’ In 
ashort time some persons came into the 
house and I told them what had happened, 
and asked someone .o gotothe barn formy 
wifeand Annie. When they came back I 
heard some whispering, and thinking some- 
thing was wrong, begged them to tell me. 
Msr Remsen told me that my wife and Annie 
were dead in the barn,”’’ 

As the old gentleman concluded he threw 
up his arms, and, in low agonizing tones, said 
to himself, ‘“‘Dead, dead; murdered, mur- 
dered,’ and then with a struggle recovered

CRIME AND CasuUALTY. 


An Encounter With a Kurgiar—The Crimes Of the 
Day. 


Detroit, November 21.—Ex-Deputy Sheriff 


George Fleckenger and Night Watchman 
Henry Kerback were caught in the act of set- 
ting tire to J. Hanselmann’s furniture store at 
Manistee, at 1 o’clock this morning. They

EDUCATION AND LABOR. 


THE WORK OF THE SENATE Com. 
TTEE IN ATLANTA, 


Toey Find That the Constitutien Had Covered 
the Ground so Fully That There Was 
Nothing Left For Them Te Do—A 
Talk by Commissioner Orr. 


_ = 


The standing committee of the United 
States senate on education and labor reached 
Atlanta yesterday from Columbus, where it 
had held a session the day before. Only two 
members of the committee have been in Al- 
abama and Georgia. They are Senator Blair, 
of New Hampsbire, the chairman, and Sena- 
tor Pugh, of Alabama. Accompanying them 
are Messrs. I. Kimball, Jr., clerk, Andrew 
Devine, stenographer, andG. H. Boyd, mes- 
senger. The committee went to the Mark- 
ham house. Soon after their arrival they 
were called upon by a representative of Tue 
ConsTituTION who asked if they intended to 
take any testimony in Atlanta. 

Senator Blair replied: ‘It is hardly neces- 
sary. I find that your people and your press 
take better care of Atlanta than is usually 
the case in the south. While in Columbus 


the other day we found a copy of THe Arran- 
TA CONSTITUTION which gives us about what 
we would try toget from witnesses here in 
reference to labor, wages and manufactures. 
Itis a full and complete showing of the 
manufactures of the city and we will use it 
as evidence in our report. You seem to take 
a lively interest in aftairs here, and let the 
outside world know what you _ are 
doing. We hope to see some 
of the representative men of Atlanta 
in Washington this winter, and then the 
committee may want to hear them.’’ Senator 
Blair then administered the regular witness 
oath to Mr. F. H. Richardsop, of Tur Consti- 
TUTION, who stated that he Had assisted in the 
preparation of the statistics referred to, and 
that they were correct. These statistics show 
that Atlanta is the first manufacturing 
city in .the state, representing a great 
variety and a larger amount of 
capital in this line than any cther city in the 
state. The showing surprised the committee 
as it did many other people when it appeared. 
The statistics were prepared at the census 
office in Washington as far as relates to man- 
ufactories in existence before 1880. The figures 
for the others were added on most careful 
and reliable local investigation. Since these 
figures appeared the manfacturing enterprises 
and capital have greatly increased, so that is 
now further in the lead than ever. They were 
then ordered incorporat::| inthe evidence 
taken before the committee. 
SCHOOLS QF GEORGIA 

A few minutes later State School Commis- 
sioner Orr called on Senator Blair. He was re- 
quested to give the committee his views 
as to the schools of Georgia 
and the general condition of the people, 
which he did in a most satisfactory manner. 
He said that before the war the popular edu- 
cational institution was the old field school. 
There were afew academies of good grade, 
but facilities generally were very poor. The 
war left the state in a bad condition to begin 
a school system. Her taxable property had 
fallen from $612,000,000 in 1860 to $17! 
in 1866. A great mass of poor and ignorant 
people had become citizens, and with her 
wrecked resources heavier burdens had been 
imposed on the state. A start was made, but 
a feebfeone. Even as late as 1871 there were 
only 48,000 children enrolled on the 
Georgia, school, books. Since Dr. Orr 
took charge of the school system 
the number bas gone up steadily. One year 
it increased 50,000. Last year there were 261,- 
000 white children and 235,000 colored chil- 
dren of school age. Of these 161,000 white 
and 95,000 colored were in actual attendance. 
Georgia spent $584,000 on public schools last 
year. The law gives nothing to normal schools 
Our fund issmall. Perhaps we do more with 
the same amount of money than is done 
anywhere in the country. Schools are free 
in every militia district in the state for three 
months but they could not be kept up solong 
if the law did not require the people to sup- 
plement thefund. Wedo the best we can 
with our means. We are improving grad- 
ually. 

THE NEGRO PROBLEM 

There are great difficulties where two races 
are to be cared for separately. The 
negro was greatly improved by 
slavery. Hecame herea savage. He was 
advanced and civilized and Christianized. 
His morals were not then and are not now 
good, thougb he is improving. Chastity is 
not Sproperly fregarded Samong the negroes. 
This is attributable in some degree to the fact 
that the marriage relation was not recognized 
in slavery, though the witness thought at the 
time it ought to have been. Negroes are 
learning rapidly and a great number of 
the younger generation can readily read 
and wriie. Probably the reason why the ed- 
ucated or young negroes are idle and dislike 
to work is because they were not trained to 
industry as their ancestors were when in 
slavery. The negro problem is yetin great 
doubt. They are improving in merals and 
education gradually. The only way to ele- 
vate them is by common schoel education 
and by the work of the rehigious denomnations 
among them. Negro schools are hardly so 
good as white schools in Georgia, and it is 
difficult to procure good teachers for them. 

MORE MONEY WANTED, 

What we need in Georgia is more money. 
The state can give more, but not enough to 
carry outa good system of schools. Our hope 
is in national aid to education, the money to 
be distributed on a basis of illiteracy. The 
bill which would have given $10,000,000 a year 
for five years would have given Georgia $840, - 
000 a year. That amount would put us where 
we could care for ourselves in five years. The 
demand for technical and industrial educa- 
tion is premature. The great demand and 
need oof our ~“people is for com- 
mon English education. The witness 
differed from those who declare that the state 
is getting poorer. He has observed the peo- 
ple in all sections of it and is sure that they 
are growing richer and more prosperous all 
the while. The iron industry is being devel- 
oped, Timber lands of untold wealth are 
being opened. Agriculture is being made 
more intelligent and acres that used to bring 
almost nothing now produce nearly a bale of 
cotton to the acre, Manufactures are spring- 
ing up everywhere. Dr. Orr expressed great 
hope that the two races, which he says, must 
be together always here would continue and 
improve their present friendly relations. His 
hopes are high for Georgia. One of the 
greatest needs to her development is national 
aid to education. 

THE BILL WILL PASs. 

Senator Blair said that he believed the 
southern senators and representatives wou:d 
be practically solidin the present congress 
for such a bill asthe doctor wanted. If such 
men as he will goon to Washington and 
properly present the matter the senator said 
he had no doubt but that such a bill would 
pass. Dr. Orrreplied that he was on a com- 
mission to visit Weshington this winter for 
that purpose. No other witness was 
examined in Atlanta. Senator Blair 
expresses himself as _ highly gratified 
at his reception in Alabama and 
Georgia, He was never soath before, except 
when be went to Louisiana in 1877 with a 
senate committee. Since that time there 
have been great improvements. His hopes 
of the progress of the south are strong. 

Senavor Pugb said: ‘We have been 
steadily at work for four months, 


Senator Blair and I are the only two 
members of the committee that have stuck it 
out. We are nearly done now. We will leave 
for Augusta to-morrow morning and will stay 
thereaday. We have already 4,000 printed 
pages of evidence from all classes of people in 
all sections. We have tried to cover all the 
complex questions arising frem the relations 
of labor and capital and I believe the work of 
the committee will result in practical good. 
Both political parties and varied views on 
the tariffand capital and labor were repre-. 
sented on the committee, but we have hon- 
estly tried to get facts and we have gotten a 
great many of them.,”’ 
NOTES. 

Both senators say that Atlanta is the livest 
city of its size they have seen and that they 
would have liked to stay here longer. 

The committee will go to Augusta this 
morning. Evidence will be taken there to- 
morrow and astart made for Washington 
next day. 

Senator Blair is one of the firmest friends 
of the movement to give national aid to edu- 
cation and is the author of one of the most 
famous bills on that subject.

THE MACON NOTSBOOK., 


Regulating the Pollee— fhe Skating Bink—The Police 
Keport—Deud ia Jali.

Macon, November 21.—In the meeting of 
council last night Alderman Proudfit intro- 
duced the following ordinance to regulate 
the duties of the police officers in the city of 
Macon: 

‘Be it ordained by the mayor and council 
of the city of Macon, That from and after 
the passage of this ordinance it shall be the 
duty of each police officer in the city of Ma- 
con, that upon the arrest of any persons 
charged with the violation of any city 
ordinance that when such persons 
shall tender good and sufficient bail either by 
bond or meney, it shall not be lawful for 
such officer to imprison such person in the 
city barracks or elsewhere upon giving such 
security for his appearance before the re- 
corder, provided that in extreme case of 
drunkenness, riotous and disorderly conduct, 
or either where the public peace is endan- 
gered, or the individual security of any per- 
son is threatened, such officer may imprison 
such offender and until a warrant to keep the 
peace shall be sworn out against him, and 
upon the trial of such persons before 
the recorder the cost of such proceeding in 
addition to the fine imposed shall be paid by 
the offending party.’’

THE TRADE DOLLAR. 

One of the important questions to come be- 
fore the next congress for settlement is 
disposition to be made of the trade dollars. 
It is hinted that Secretary Folger,in his forth- 
coming report, will take strong ground in fa- 
vor of the retirementof all the trade dollars 
offered the government in exchange for 
standard dollars, the trade dollars to be re- 
ceived as bullion and to be used in coining 
the present lawful requirements of the stand- 
ard silver coin. Both the president and the 
secretary of the treasury, it is said, will take 
the position that the government is morally 
bound toredeem them. They argue that, 

although the government can buy silver bul- 
lion cheaper than by the retirement of the 
trade dollar, the latter can be redeemed and 
recoined without actual loss. 

The silver men, it is said, will oppose this 
unless additional standard dollars are coined 
to take the place of the trade dollars. It is 
charged, moreover, that the entire movement 
which has resulted in the defreciation of the 
trade dollar is a speculative one. These coins, 
t is alleged, have been bought up by specu- 
lators at less than ninety cents on the dollar, 
and the proposition to redeem them is in the 
interest of these men. It is very certain that 
the people have lost little or nothing by the 
depreciation of these dollars, and it is equally 
certain that a ring of speculators is ready to 
profit by their redemption § at par. 
But the question whether one in- 
dividual orone hundred will profit by any 
step that the government may take to keep 
its faith has nothing to do with the matter. 
The trade dollar was made a legal tender 
when first coined, though it was intended to 
promote our commerce with China, This 
was in 1873, but the speculators and gold 
bugs undertook to depreciate it, and in furth- 
erence of this design, Mr. Samuel J. Randall, 
in 1876, introduced a bill providing that the 
trade dollar should be ne longer a legal tender, 
and this bill was passed in the house without an 
Opposing yote, and became a law. It was a 
piece of tinkering wholly unjustifiable. 


THE NAVAL STORES INTERESTS. 

For’sometime past the producers and manu- 
facturers of naval stores in Georgia have been 
pestered by the depression in the market. This 
depression and other matters connected with 
the production and sale of naval stores have 
rendered the businessexceedingly unsatisfac- 
tory,and the leading manufacturers have 
been looking around for some solution of the 
difficultiesin their way. They atlast deter- 
mined to try what virtue there is in co-opera- 
tion, aud recently acircular was issued set- 
‘ting forth the importance and necessity of 
conference, and calling a convention for the 
pu: pose of bringing about harmony of action 
nd regulating the prices paid for labor so that

The circular was very~- favorably 
ceived, and in response thereto a number of 
leading manufacturers assembled in Savan- 
nah last Wednesday morning and proceeded 
to organize themselves into a convention, 
with Mr. J. L. Hand, of Mitchell county, as 
presiding ofticer, Tne whole action of the 
convention was preliminary. Co-operution is 
a new and untried experiment with the naval 
stores men, and thay proceed cautiously and 
deliberately. Heretofore their motto has 
been ‘“‘every man for himself,’’ and there has 
been a sharp competition among them as to 
who should produce the most. Large colo- 
nies of turpentine hands have been imported 
from North Carolina during the past year or 
two and large tracts of pine lands have been 
laid waste—so to speak—by the hatchets of 
the naval stores interests. Naturally the re- 
sult has been over production and low prices, 
and the main object of the convention was to 
deal with this condition of affairs: 

The circular calling for the convention pro- 
posed to deal directly with the regulation of 
prices and the reduction of the wages paid 
for labor, but the convention refused to make 
the circular a part of the proceedings, indors- 
ing, instead, a resolution to the effect ‘‘that 
tbe prices suggested by the board of trade of 
Sayannah be adopted, that it to say, that the 
wages of the chippers be at the rate of $16 
per month, and that cent be given 
for cutting boxes and 25 cents for dipping.’ 
What effect this reduction will have upon the 
laborers it is difficult to say. It is generally 
understood that they area very unruly set, 
particularly those that bave come from the 
wasted pine orchards of North Carolina to the 
Georgia.

A STRANGE STORY. 


A Man Hounds a Womap and Keats Her Out of Five 
Do'lars. 

The story of acruel and foui outrage comes 
from Cartersville.

hand it back to him, and when aiter- 
wards he attempted to vote his 
ballot was rejected on account 
of that mark.

“Of one thing you may be sure,’’ said Mr.

Dedicate Ite New Temple Next

The First Methodist church, on Peachtree, 
is to be dedicated next Sunday. sishop 
Pierce and other distinguished divines will 
be present. 

The dedicatory services recall the fact that 
the church has quite a history. Every old 
citizen of Atlanta can easily reproduce in 
his mind a picture of the old Wesley chapel. 
In style it was quite primitive, but it stood

those who worshipped therein as the hand- 
some church is now pointed out by those who 
repair to it once a week. The old 
chapel was built in 1848, and the contractor, 
Mr. Edward Payne, received about $1,600 for 
it.

It then had a frontage on 
Peachtree street of three hundred feet, and 
atthe time of the donation was valued at 
only afew hundred dollars. It remained a 
house of worship until 1871, when it was 
torn away to make room for the present 
building.

It faced 
on Peachtree street. There were two doors, 
which were approached by two steps, and 
above each door there wasa large window. 
On either side there were five large windows, 
and the building was comfortable and com- 
plete.
